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Reports from Other University Bodies

Prof. Shulman and Prof. Sheps reported on the Senate meeting of May 2nd. There had been 
discussion on the one-year extension to the term of the Provost and Vice-Rector Research. 
Dr. M. Brian stated that a Notice-of-Motion had been presented and carried at the recent 
Board of Governors meeting. 

Dr. J. Woodsworth reported on the SCAPP meeting of May 15th. Accounts of CUP 
(Commission des universitaires sur les programmes) exercises were given by departments 
under scrutiny; reports were presented on academic planning; responses presented by other 
faculties to the Lightstone document, Our /mmediate Future; a decision was made to 
postpone discussion on this document until the Fall when the Arts and Science faculty 
response would be received. 

Dr. Singer added that he had met with every Chair, Principal and Director individually and 
discussed a range of items; the draft document would be ready by August 1 for distribution 
to Chairs in time for the August meeting of Chairs, and thence for discussion at the Council 
meeting in September. The number of Vice-Deans in the Dean's office would be reduced 
by one. Dr. Roy and Dr. Shaver would assume the positions of Vice-Dean, Academic and 
Vice Dean of Student Affairs respectively. The third vice-deanship, to include responsibility 
for faculty and staff relations, and space had not yet been allocated. 

Dr. M. Brian reported on the last Board meeting. FALRIP Il was discussed and approved; also 
considered were: the directive from the Government to buy buildings and dispose of rented 
property; the greening of McKay Street; the so-called pension holidays; the extension by one 
year of the Provost's term.

Undergraduate Curriculum Changes 

The changes were presented by Dr. Woodsworth. (These changes were the last of a set of 
three.) She thanked the members of her committee and her Assistant A.M. Laurin for their 
industry and dedication over the past year. 

It was moved and seconded (Woodsworth/Taylor) that the document ASFC 97-4M-B be 
approved by Faculty Council. Carried unanimously. 


Administrative Merger of the Dept. of Communication Studies and Dept. of Journalism 
Speaking priviledges were requested for Dr. B. Gilsdorf, who presented the motion as follows: 


That as of June 1, 1997, the Departments of communication Studies and Journalism join 
in an administrative merger to be called The School of Communication and Journalism. This 
unit will have one administrative head. Individual program directors from Communication 
Studies and Journalism will report to the Head of the School. 


Dr. Gilsdorf stated that there was strong support for the merger by both departments; the 
curriculum would be restructured to avoid overlapping; and there would be a search for a 
potential donor. Discussion followed as to whether the word Schoo/ should be used in the title. 
Questions were raised as to the meaning of being a school and to the difference between a 
school and a department. Dr. B. Byers was asked to discuss the nomenclature at Senate. An 
amendment was made to the original motion which had incorporated the word School: 


ASFC 97-4M-9 It was moved and seconded (Shulman/Sheps) that the word School be 
omitted from the original motion. 
Defeated. In favour: 4, opposed: 17, abstained:14 


ASFC 97-4M-10 It was moved and seconded (Théberge/Perigoe) that as of June 1, 1997 
the Departments of Communication Studies and Journalism join in an 
administrative merger to be called The School of Communication and 
Journalism. This unit will have one administrative head. Individual 
program directors from Communication Studies and Journalism will report 
to the Head of the School. 

Carried. In favour: 25, opposed: 1, abstained: 8 


Formation of the Department of Applied Social Science and Leisure Studies into a Single Unit 


ASFC 97-4M-11 It was moved and seconded (Taylor/Swedburg) that the academic units of 
Applied Social Science and Leisure Studies be combined into one unit to 
be known as the Department of Applied Human Sciences. 

Carried. 
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12. Other Business 

Recycling: As co-chair of the University Committee on Recycling, Dr. Frost stressed that 
recycling should be encouraged and he informed the meeting that should additional blue boxes 
be required, he would arrange to provide same. He pointed out that recycling earned revenue 
while garbage disposal incurred costs. Confidential or sensitive material to be recycled should 
be sent to Archives, after prior arrangement, where the material would be shredded prior to 
recycling. 

Exam Scheduling:Prof. J. Fiset expressed concern at the nonstandardization of dates for the 
final exams for summer courses; in some cases exams were held weeks in advance of the end 
of the course. This would be brought to the attention of Dr. Shaver, Vice-Dean of Student 
Affairs and to Council in the fall. 

Thanks: This being the last time that Dr. Valaskakis would be together with the department 
chairs as a body, Dr. Raudsepp proposed a vote of thanks. In her response Dr. Valaskakis 
thanked in particular Dr. Jans, Dr. Woodsworth, Dr. Bird, Dr. Raudsepp, and M. Yates. She 
thanked Dr. N. Eddy and Prof. D. Sheps for their contributions to the university. They retired 
on June 1, 1997 under FALRIP and would therefore not be a part of Council in the next 
academic year.
